This action is responsive to applicant's Response to Election/Restriction 
requirement filed July 1, 2005. Claims 1-17, 19-23 and 25-31 are pending in this 
application. Claims 1-4 and 13-17 are withdrawn from consideration. Claims 18 and 24 
have been cancelled. 

Rejection Withdrawn 

The rejection under 35 USC 102(e) and 103(a) and the judicially created doctrine 
of Obviousness Type Double Patenting mailed October 29, 2004 have been withdrawn 
in view of applicant's arguments filed July 1 , 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 5-12, 19-23 and 25-31 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the application can be examined 
in its entirety without serious burden to the Examiner. This is not found persuasive 
because the method steps does not require a motorize device to perform the procedure 
as recited in claim 1.
